The Chenery Library has recently 
received the last installment 
collection research material which 
for completeness coverage its 
field the most significant acquisi- 
tion the Library’s history. The 
newly-purchased resource the Ses- 
sional Papers the British House 
Commons, the micro- 
print edition. obtained the 
usual form (as could not owing 
the rarity many items the 
series) would occupy least 1,000 
feet shelving. The series contains 
over 4,600,000 pages over 80,000 
documents the equivalent 6,000 
volumes. other nineteenth cen- 
tury collection printed government 
documents equals this value. The 
subjects cover the full range legis- 
lation—agriculture, industry, crime, 
poverty, trade—and their search 
for information the various commit- 
tees and commissions did not limit 
themselves Great Britain alone, 
but extended their inquiries abroad. 
There scarcely area sociology, 


economics, government that not 
illuminated the documents this 
series. 

Also microprint, the first por- 
tion another much-desired body 
material has just arrived. The 
series, when complete, will comprise
